Each school has ie Soviet adviser sent out by the 
Soviet Cultural Department (34 Hit Au Fy )}. This adviser is a well~exper-~ 
ienced educator.

In the second 
term of the second academic year, and in the first term of the third academic 
year, a study of political economy will be completed, In the second term =
